With the hand mix in two.cups 
of bread dough and flour enough 
to make a stiff dough that will 
not stick to the fingers. Cover 
and let rise until double in size, 
work in one-quarter of a teaspoon 
of mace, roll out three-quarters of 
an inch in thickness, cut in rounds 
with a cookie cutter, drop into 
deep, hot shortening, and cook 
slowly until cooked through. Drain 
on a wire rack and when partly 
cool cut a slit in the side and put 
in each doughnut one teaspoon of 
tart jelly.

RAISIN RUSKS

In my opinion any “compromise” 
measure, such as is proposed, 
which would operate to adjust the 
districts so as admittedly to make 
them of unequal popviation, would 
be unconstitutional and void.
